The 693-foot Liberian oil tanker Intercontinent 
rammed into the 484-foot Norwegian freighter Ber- 
ganger in San Francisco Bay near Point San Quentin 
at 6 a.m. today. 


Only one man, a Norwegian crewman, was in­ 
jured. 
Both vessels caught fire. The fires were put out 
quickly by crewmen, Coast Guard cutters and a San 
Francisco fireboat. 
The ships were pulled apart by 8 a.m. The Ber- 
ganger was towed aground near Paradise Cove, while 
the lntercontinent moved under its own power to an 
anchorage between Treasure Island and San Francisco. 


The collision left a gaping 50-foot hole in the 
Berganger, running from the water line to its bridge. 
Fifteen feet of the Intcrcontinent’s bow was ripped off.

Texas Jury Convicts Dope Czar 


LAREDO, Tex. (jp)—A jury found Lucien Rivard 
guilty of directing an international narcotics smug­ 
gling ring yesterday. He faces maximum of 40 years 
in prison today. 
The 50-year-old French-Canadian, whose case 
caused political turmoil in Canada, was convicted of 
two counts of federal narcotics law violations—of 
conspiring to smuggle heroin into the United States 
and of actually causing heroin to be smuggled.

That the theatre when it is 
great becomes a part of lile 
rather than existing as a mere 
diversion needs no more liv­ 
ing exam ple than “ T he 
W orld of My A m erica,” 
Pauline Myers suberb show 
at Festival Theatre in San 
Anselmo (Marin County). 
Working without any prop 
but her own fantastically ex­ 
pressive face and body, Miss 
Myers has taken a series of 
poems by Langston Hughes 
and Paul Lawrence Dunbar 
and her own evocation of 
‘Sojourner Truth’ and made 
them more real than the daily 
lives of some people. 
What it is to he a Negro in 
America is told with pride 
by Miss Myers. The poetry 
of I Kingston Hughes w hen 
read silently has force and a 
nagging charge ot social ier- 
ment. When lived bv Miss 
Myers, we move within the' 
experience ol being a Negro 
child asking where to sit on 
the nierry’go’round ’cause a 
nierry’go’round aint got no 
hack. We are surrounded by 
a mother giving her son her 
conviction about how to give 
yourself to life without hold­ 
ing back. Langston Hughes 
achieves another dimension, 
and we live. 
Sojourner T ruth was a 
great Negro primitive saint. 
Born of pure African parents 
in a New York Dutch iainily, 
she learned to speak a patios 
of African and Dutch. She 
never learned to read or 
write, but in her unusual 
deep voice, w ith her strange 
accent, she utilized her ex­ 
traordinary perceptions to 
hasten the cause of Negro 
justice and freedom. Pauline 
Myers makes us acutely 
aware of how we have all 
been cheated by the study 
of history from which most 
of the human interest has 
been stripped, especially the 
part the American Negro has 
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p la y e d . F rom v ig o ro u s 
y o u n g womanhood when she 
was still hobbling to the lec­ 
tern to struggle for lan d 
grants for Negroes so as to 
remove them from the de­ 
structive tyranny of living 
on the dole following the 
Civil War, Pauline Myers 
portrays th is rem arkable 
woman. H er vocal control 
in this and other character­ 
izations (she is able to switch 
voices with such facility that 
it is a lm o st d is tra c tin g ) 
m akes possible a cast of 
thousands and it’s more than 
a little difficult to imagine 
how it can he all Paul i ne. 
Almost all Negro efforts in 
finding themselves in the 
total American society make 
nothing of the existing Negro 
cultural heritage. Even much 
of the effort to draw from 
obscurity the Negroes who 
have figured in American 
history is done with an un­ 
spoken footnote, “ Look, we 
can do it too,’’ making them 
vulnerable to the lampoons 
of such as R. G. Davis (S.F. 
Mime Troupe) who can spot 
the tiniest hint of phoniness 
under the largest woodpile. 
Miss Myers’ sense of being 
Negro is one of great love, so 
that she has no fear or shame 
of losing herself in the role 
of the washerwoman scrub­ 
bing in white suds so a white 
lady’s children can be clean 
(Langston Hughes’ “Song of 
a Negro Washerwoman”) or 
the role of the desperately 
lonely two-hit chippie (also 
Hughes). She is so unafraid 
to love that all the stiff little 
barriers dissolve and every­ 
one can delight in the fun of 
the southern Negro country 
dancing party with its baked 
’possum and sweet potatoes, 
and no little-u n d ersto o d 
apologia. This is a more tell­ 
ing defeat of hypocrisy than 
is accomplished by taking 
.stabs at acknowledged shib­ 
boleths and obvious icons. It 
is a surroundingac tion which 
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can take in all the Negro folk­ 
lore and say, “This is all part 
of me, and being me is good.” 
Because she has completely 
involved her audience and 
made us trust her, she can 
get away with extraordinary, 
histrionics in Hughes’“Song 
fora Dark Girl.” 
We have remarked on Miss 
Myers* refreshing practice of 
capitalizing on racial differ­ 
ences when the common ef­ 
fort is to o b literate them . 
W ere it not for this it would 
he impossible to think of her 
a s aNegro,or as representing 
any particular race, for two 
minutes. She is a warmly 
b eau tifu l wom an and an 
actress of fantastic talent first 
of all. 
The performance is backed 
with music composed for the 
“The World of My America” 
by Michael llennigan. It is 
cm multiple channel tape, 
enabling it to whirl around 
in an enriched stereo effect; 
it enhances enorm ously 
without intruding. The light­ 
ing consists of area spots al­ 
ternated with darkness to 
aiford definition between 
poems. It is skillfully accom­ 
plished by an attentive tech­ 
nician who doesn’t leave 
.Miss Myers hanging. 
Nobody should miss the 
opportunity to see a show 
heading straight ior Broad­ 
way in two weeks, where 
Miss Myers will certainly 
receiv e acclaim .

The guarantee of the freedom 
of religion is twofold: the free­ 
doms to believe and to act. No 
one can prescribe or compel re­ 
ligious belief. Bible reading or 
prayers in schools cannot be re­ 
quired. Nor can the government 
“establish religion.” 
Your freedom to practice re­ 
ligion may have some restric­ 
tions, for action unlike belief 
may impinge on the rights of 
others and of society. In such 
cases the courts try to strike 
a balance.

Marin Crossing Survey 
To Include Full Bay Width 


The full width of San Fran­ 
cisco Bay will be considered in 
the $850,000 study just launched 
on a new crossing between 
Marin County and San Fran­ 
cisco, E. R. Foley, chief engi­ 
neer of the State Division of Bay 
Toll Crossings, said yesterday. 
Speaking at a San Francisco 
press conference as the study 
began, he added that “crossing” 
will include a study of more 
than just bridges. Ferry boats, 
underwater tubes, and combina­ 
tions of automobile crossings! 
with rapid transit devices will 
be considered. 
The state legislature, in cal­ 
ling for the study, asked for a 
preliminary report Feb. 1, 1966. 
and a final report May 1, 1967. 
Foley said the study will in­ 
clude a proposal for a crossing 
from Marin which would cross 
the bay to Contra Costa or 
Alameda County before swing­ 
ing over to San Francisco. 
About 25 staff members will 
be working on the study, the 
engineer said, but much of the 
specialized study will be done 
by outside consultants. 
Consultants will be called in 
for information on underwater 
tubes, 
b r i d g e 
foundations, 
aesthetics, traffic and finances, 


he said. Staff members will 
work closely with all the local 
governments 
and 
community 
groups involved, he promised. 
At present, Foley went on, 
people have proposed various 
routes and methods without 
knowing what costs would be or 
how money would be raised. 
When the study is completed, 
people will be better able to 
make intelligent decisions, he 
asserted.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
legislature idled in neutral gear 
today, with no action anticipated 
until next week on the special 
session’s three topics. 
Introduction yesterday of a bill 
aimed at bringing in even more 
federal medicare dollars to Cal­ 
ifornia officially put before law­ 
makers the trio of items Gov. 
Brown told them to consider. 
REMAPPING DAWDLES 
But neither the Assembly nor 
Senate reapportionment com­ 
mittees scheduled hearings this 
week 
on 
redistricting 
both 
houses along strict population 
lines. 
The State Supreme Court has 
ordered legislators to carry out 
the remapping by Dec. 9 or the 
court will institute its own two- 
year plan. 
MEDICARE BILL 
Assemblyman Jack Casey, D- 
Bakersfield, introduced his med­ 
icare bill, which was stalled in 
the Senate during both the reg­ 
ular and special sessions earlier 
this year. 
It would qualify 1.2 million el­ 
derly and poor Californians, 
most of the welfare recipients, 
for additional federal medicare 
aid. This money—$78 million a 
year—would be in addition to 
the guaranteed funds Califor­ 
nia’s Social Security recipients 
will get anyway. 
CONSEQUENCES 
If the legislature doesn’t pass 
the measure, California won’t be 
able to draw in $6.5 million a 
month starting Jan. 1 when 
these provisions of the medicare 
bill passed this summer by Con­ 
gress take effect. 
Casey’s bill would bring in 
more money to almost a million 
persons drawing state welfare 
checks, from the disabled to 
families where both parents are 
unemployed. It also would help 
certain aged persons, and fam 
ilies considered unable to pay 
for their medical costs. In all 
cases, age would not matter. 
Another measure introduced in 
the Assembly Tuesday with bi­ 
partisan support would guaran­ 
tee Social Security recipients 
that neither the state nor coun­ 
ties can take away the federal 
payment they get this month 
from the new medicare plan. It 
is a check retroactive to Jan. 1 
and will average about $35 to 
$40. 
The bill by Assemblyman 
John Burton, D-San Francisco, 
would insure that no California 
agency could deduct that feder­ 
al bonus payment from state 
welfare checks.

Marin C o u n t y supervisor« 
made it clear yesterday they did 
not like the way county Social 
Service three tor Betty L. Pres­ 
ley presented requests for pro­ 
motions in her department.

county payroll in the next nine 
months. 
The board at first assumed 
that failure to comply with the 
promotions and salary changes 
would open the county up to a?1 
sorts of penalties from the state, j 
Through questioning of Miss| 
Presley and county Personnel I 
Director Robert D. Elliott, the j 
supervisors gradually disabused 
of this assumption. Only the title 
changes were needed for com­ 
pliance. 
The bpard of supervisors has 
been reluctant to grant salary1 
increases during the fiscal year. 
Members agreed during budget 
sessions last June that no fur­ 
ther increases would be granted 
until July, 1966, when the next 
fiscal year begins. 
Elliott argued that the pro­ 
posed welfare raises were “ad­ 
ministrative promotions” which I 
would

board’s ban. 
Miss Presley said her request j 
was two-fold, seeking both com- ¡ 
pliance with the state merit I 
system and salary increases for' 


workers. She said there is a 63 
per cent turnover in her depart­ 
ment.

decker. who charged at one 
point that the board was being 
misled, told Miss Presley she 
should have reported this turn­ 
over sooner. He said he was 
willing to consider emergency 
salary changes in June.

Fairfax Board

The Fairfax School District 
Board moved toward hiring a 
new district superintendent last 
night immediately after accept­ 
ing the rsignation of Homer L. 
Sisk effective next June 30. 
After l o n g discussion, the 
board decided against contract­ 
ing with the county schools of­ 
fice for a superintendent or 
having a joint administration 
with a neighboring district.

ity of unification. 
They calculated that a new 
superintendent could squeeze in 
a couple of years work in the 
district before unification, how­ 
ever. 
Sisk, who has been associated 
with Fairfax schools since 1938 
and has been superintendent 
since July, 1960, will close out 
38 years in education next June. 
In his letter of resignation, he 
said he wanted to devote “ full 
time to outside interests.”

Judge Wants To Know 
Why Lawyers Absent 


A Marin Municipal Court judge 
yesterday scheduled a 9:30 a.m. 
hearing next Monday for two 
San Rafael attorneys to show 
cause why they should not be 
held in contempt. 
Judge Alvin H. Goldstein Jr. 
ordered Harold R. Hayes of the 
firm of Killion and Hayes to 
show why he failed to appear 
to represent a client last Thurs­ 
day. 
The judge directed Patrick C. 
Goodyear, a sometimes associ­ 
ate of Hayes but independent 
of the law firm, to explain why 
he should not be held in con­ 
tempt for “ willfully informing” 
the court that Hayes was in trial 
elsewhere when actually Hayes 


was in Las Vegas, Nev. 
Judge Goldstein declared that 
Goodyear also claimed the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office would not 
oppose continuance of the case 
—a drunken driving complaint 
scheduled for court trial—when 
actually that office did oppose 
it. 
Goodyear said if his com- 
of no district attorney opposi­ 
tion, then he voiced them wrong­ 
ly or was misinterpreted. 
Hayes said he went to Santa 
Rosa on Sept. 14 for a sched­ 
uled three-day trial, but the case 
concluded early and he went 
to Las Vegas, thinking Goodyear 
would represent his Marin Coun­ 
ty client, Michael Lee Humph­ 


rey, 26, of 21 Stevens Place, San 
Rafael. 
Having an associate handle a 
case is “ done all the time,” he 
said. 
Goodyear said he asked a 
secretary in Hayes’ office Jast 
Thursday of Hayes’ whereabouts 
and was informed that he was 
somewhere in trial.

Battle Of 20-Game Winners Tonight In Cincy

CINCINNATI-The San Fran­ 
cisco Giants play their final 
road game of the season tonight 
when they send Juan Marichal 
against the Redlegs' Sammy 
Ellis in a battle of 20-game win­ 
ners. 


Manager Herman Franks had 
to choose between Marichal, his 
ace, and Bob Shaw for the mid­ 
dle game of the important three- 
game series with the Cincinnati 
Reds last night. The Giants’ 


manager elected to go with his 
second best pitcher and was 
beaten ,7-4. 
This not only enabled the win­ 
ning Los Angeles Dodgers to 
narrow the Giants’ first-place 
lead to three games, and Cincin­ 
nati's third-place Reds close in 
to within 4 Mi games, but it gave 
the second guessers plenty of 
ammunition. 
“ If I’ve got a choice between 
Marichal and somebody else,’’ 
said one of the several big 
league scouts attending the ser­

ies, “It’s got to be Marichal and 
nobody else. He’s the big guy. 
You must go with him.’’ 
Franks’ 
dilemma 
stemmed 
from the fact that both Shaw 
and Marichal had pitched in 
Sunday’s victory in Milwaukee. 
Shaw had worked the first five 
innings and Marichal the last 
two. 
No other Giants’ starter was 
sufficiently 
rested 
except 
Warren Spahn and Franks was 
loath to use a left-hander in the 
Reds’ bandbox. 


“The main idea behind my 
decision was to give Marichal a 
full rest,” explained Franks. “ I 
don’t believe in fouling up a 
whole pitching staff for one 
game. 
“ I know Shaw has a rubber 
arm and all I wanted from him, 
anyway, was five innings. I felt 
if Bob could give me those five 
innings, I could get the rest 
from my bullpen. I got the five I 
wanted from Shaw, but for once 
my bullpen let me down. But I ’d 
do it again under similar cir­ 


cumstances.”

A Beautiful 


Setting For Golf Course 


When I was just a wee lad living in San Geron- 
jmo 1 can remember gazing out at the rolling terrain 
of the valley and saying to myself, “Now there is an 
ideal setting for a golf course. When I grow up 1 shall 
sow my seed and make a fortune. Golf will be big 
some day.” 
Well, that was a quarter of a century ago and 
darned if someone hasn't stolen my idea. National 
Golf Courses, Inc. opened its sparkling new San Ge­ 
ronimo course yesterday on the very site 1 had pic­ 
tured my personal links. 


AND, RATHER than sitting back and collecting 
greens fees, I wind up just writing about it. They beat 
me to the punch. I somehow feel like the man who 
invented a soft drink and called it One Up. It didn t 
sell, so he kept increasing the number up to and in­ 
cluding Six. Then he gave up. 


I MUST admit, though, that the men who ‘‘stole'' 
my idea at San Geronimo did a magnificent job. Fol­ 
lowed my original thoughts to a tee. They even built 
18 holes— the same number I had planned. And they 
followed my color scheme perfectly. Basic green. You 
have never seen such green greens. On preview day 
Monday most of the players— including many profes­ 
sionals — commented on the fine condition of the 
greens. “They’re so beautiful I hate to walk on them,” 
said local pro Bob Finn. 
Art Schallock, the ex-Yankee pitcher, and Father 
Leonard Seannell. the par-ish priest, also commented 
on the surprisingly good condition of the fairways. 
“Most brand new courses are pretty bare,” Schallock 
offered, “but this one’s in pretty good shape right 
now.” 
FATHER SCANNEL spent most of his between- 
shots time admiring the scenery with remarks like 
“Oh, my, look at that setting, isn't it pretty?’’ and 
“ Isn't this a cute little par 3 hole?” and “A couple of | 
more trees out there would give this hole a little more 
character” and “They should place a trap off to the 
left of that green to give players something to think 
about.” 


SINCE THE course is trisected by two busy thor­ 
oughfares, I was concerned about safety of golfers in 
heavy traffic. But a tunnel beneath Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard and a bridge over the Nicasio road has 
solved that problem nicely. 
Until the clubhouse is completed sometime early 
next year, numbers of the holes have been changed. 
The numbers I describe here are the temporary num­ 
bers. 
MY FAVORITE is the eighth hole, a par 4. 401-! 
yarder. Just off to the left is Lagunitas School and to 
the right a small lake. A hook will get you a kid, a slice 
will get you wet. The large, undulating eighth green 
lies against a backdrop of majestic redwood trees., 
It’s so pretty you'll have trouble keeping your head 
down. 
Most challenging hole I encountered in a tour 
Monday was the 10th, a par 4 with a blind tee shot 
doglegging to the left. Lots of trouble here, particu­ 
larly on your first round. 


THE NEW sand in the traps also might give you 
extra trouble. One of Schallock s approach shots com- 
pletely buried itself in the fine, white sand. 
The course measures 6,507 yards off the regular 
tees. 6.784 off the championship tees and 6,164 for 
the ladies. Par is 72. 
Longest hole is the 522-yard sixth. This is a mo- 
rale-builder; even if you muff your tee shot the ball 
will roll down into the valley for distance. The other 
par fives are the 13th (495), 16th (480) and 18th (505). 
The “cute little” par threes are the third (1701, 
ninth (135), 11th (222) and 17th (179). 


GREENS FEES are $3 and $5 on weekdays and 
Weekends, but will be hiked to $4 and $6 with the com­ 
pletion of the $400,000 clubhouse. 
Also planned are a swimming pool. 200-car park­ 
ing lot and tennis courts. 
THE NEW club's proposed method of operation 
w ill be a pay-as-you-play plan, details of which can be 
obtained at the course.

DOROTHY RODGERS’

When all are baked, you 
will have 2 to 3 dozen cornucopisa 
Place these carefully in air­ 
tight tins until ready to fill 
with whipped cream flavored 
with brandy and sugar. Do not 
fill with cream more than half 
an hour before serving, or they 
may get soggy. (Without cream 
filling snaps may be served as 
cookies.) Serves 8. 


Honey for a sweet life is a 
traditional ingredient in th e 
Jewish Rosh Hashonah banquet 
on Sept. 27, the first day of the 
10 High Holy Days of their New 
Year. 


Mrs. Rose Robinson, a patient 
at the National Jewish Hospital 
at Denver, a free, nonsectarian 
chest disease center, baked a 
Rosh Hashonah dinner for fel­ 
low patients, and parted with 
recipes which had been in her 
family for generations. 


The 63-year-old Brooklyn, N Y. 
housewife features roast duck 
with orange sauce, egg roll, 
compote, sweet potato tzimmes 
and honey cake. Traditionally, 
guests dip a piece of egg roll 
into honey as a symbol of the 
sweet New Year, but Mrs. Rob­ 
inson likes to provide added in­ 
surance: a dash of the golden 
nectar is adedd to every one of 
her Rosh Hashonah recipes.

California's Forests Face 
Worst Threat In September 


Charred forests and hillsides in 
Northern California, including vast 
acreages in Marin, are mute evidence 
that the danger of fire exists into late 
September and even October. 
With September mornings bringing 
a nip in the air, we are lulled into a 
false sense of security that the fire 
season is over. 
Actually, some of the hottest tem­ 
peratures of the year are recorded in 
September. Grass and debris are tin­ 
der dry from the long summer. Until 
the first real rain, they constitute a 
potential powder keg that can explode 
with the slightest spark—from a care­ 
lessly tossed cigarette or match. 
Last year, a group called the Keep 
California Green, Inc. found that Sep­ 
tember was the most dangerous month 
for forest fire damage. 
That has proved to be true once 


again this year, and on even a bigger 
scale. 
We join Gov. Edmond G. Brown in 
urging hunters and campers, even 
though they may posses fire permits, 
not to build open fires in the wild 
country. 
“Today, every open campfire, every 
match, every cigarette in these areas 
poses a major threat because of the 
extremely critical fire conditions,” the 
Governor warned. 
The state Division of Forestry has 
suspended burning permits in most of 
the counties of the state. 
Forest land and hillsides are not the 
only danger areas. Dry grass in your 
back yard or in open lots in residential 
areas are potentially as explosive. We 
urge extreme caution, until the first 
heavy rains.

Republicans Brace To Oppose 
New Try On State Withholding 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (C N S)-Easy 
methods of taxation always 
draw the attention of state of­ 
ficials, and a state withhold­ 
ing tax for personal income is 
no exception. 
However, when and if this 
form of collecting money is 
presented again to the Califor­ 
nia Legislature by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown, it will run 
into stiff opposition by the 
Republicans. 
This was made clear by 
Assemblyman Robert S. Stev­ 
ens, R-Los Angeles and Santa 
Monica, who recently was on 
a tour with the Republican 
Action team, which is a group 
of 
GOP 
legislators 
g o i n g 
through the state casting criti­ 
cism on the Democrats. 


THE PROPOSED state with­ 
holding tax is a serious m atter. 
It was defeated twice in 1963, 
once at the regular, and again 
at the special 
session. 
But 
there has been no doubt in the 


minds of anyone that the pro­ 
posal will be brought up again. 
Anticipating withholding will 
be in the next tax reform plan, 
whether it is considered at the 
special session now under way, 
or is delayed until the budget 
session of 1966, Assemblyman 
Stevens declared, “The Re­ 
publicans in the Legislature 
will vigorously oppose any at­ 
tempt to include the withhold­ 
ing of personal income tax in 
any tax reform measure sub­ 
mitted at either session. 
“This additional tax gimmick 
has been defeated by the legis­ 
lature before and the people 
have expressed opposition to it 
in every poll 
t a k e n , ” 
he 
declared.

1. It is a method to camou­ 
flage tax increases in the fu­ 
ture.

2. Withholding is discrimina­ 
tory to the small income work­ 
er, as it deducts from payroll 
checks but not other income 
such as rents. 
3. Additional income to the 
state would represent only 2V4 
per cent of annual personal in­ 
come tax revenue, and most of 
this would be spent adminis­ 
tering collections. 
4. Refunding over-paid state 
taxes would be costly. In many 
cases, such as transient work­ 
ers, the state would get reve­ 
nue to which it is not entitled 
as in the case of transients 
who fail to file for refund. 
5. Deductions would deprive 
citizens of earning interest, 
turning the interest over to the 
state. 
6. It is estimated employer 
administration would cost be­ 
tween $1.50 and $5 per em ­ 
ployee, another heavy drain on 
business. 
7. Inception of withholding 
would have an adverse effect 
on the state’s economy by add­ 
ing burdens to employers that 
would be made up by higher 
prices to the consumer, thus 
contributing to inflation. 
These appear to be valid 
reasons for skipping withhold­ 
ing for the state, and to these 
reasons might well be added 
the responsibility of the citizen 
to pay his taxes like a citizen, 
instead of a child from whom 
candy must be withheld for his 
health’s sake. 
But a liberal, s o c i a l i s t i c 
government feels it must take 
care of its “children,” hence 
the plans to take their money 
away from them before it is 
due and payable.

GENEVA — Throughout the 
17-nation Geneva disarmament 
conference and in arguments 
they will shortly repeat at the 
U.N. in New York, the Soviets 
show they are not about to 
agree to anything in the least 
acceptable to the U n i t e d 
States. 
Why? Do they give their rea­ 
sons? Never directly. All the 
obstacles the Soviets put in the 
way of a treaty to halt the 
spread 
of 
nuclear 
weapons 
make quite clear why they say 
they won’t agree to anything. 


BUT THE REAL reason is 
under the surface and never 
comes candidly into the open. 
The Soviets are so trapped 
in their struggle with Red 
China for the leadership of the 
Communist world that they do 
not dare—even in their own 
interest—show any willingness 
to lift a finger in concert with 
the U. S. while the war in Viet 
Nam is going on. 
There is no other adequate 
explanation for the odd perfor­ 
mance the Russian delegate, 
Semyon K. Tsarapkin, put on 
throughout the disarmament 
sessions. He devoted himself 
to two things: calling names 
and refusing to discuss any of 
the real issues seriously. 
The judgment that the Viet 
Nam war prevents the Kremlin 
from making any agreement 
with the U. S. on anything in 
any part of the world is now 
widely held by Western diplo­ 
mats. 
Ambassador Averell Harri- 
man reached the same conclu­ 
sion on the basis of his recent 
talks with the Soviet leaders in 
Moscow. 


THE SOVIETS can hardly 
relish this constricted position, 


this narrowed freedom of man­ 
euver. 
This is a new experience for 
the Soviet Union—the experi­ 
ence of having to react to an­ 
other Communist country’s in­ 
itiative rather than deciding by 
itself for itself what it wants to 
do, the experience of finding 
Red China setting into motion 
a chain of events which to a 
very large extent dictates what 
Moscow can and cannot do. 
The fact is that Red China 
is not just challenging the U. 
S., it is challenging the inter­ 
ests of both the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 


BUT AT THIS stage the 
Soviet Union is not free to 
make common cause with the 
U. S. even when it is beneficial 
for them to do so, as in a treaty 
to halt the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 
This is the way it works: 
Peking is making headway 
weaning Communist parties in 
many areas away from Mosr 
cow. 
It brands Moscow as indif­ 
ferent to the cause of Commu­ 
nist world revolution, it calls 
the Soviets stooges of “ Ameri­ 
can imperialism,” and it ac­ 
cuses Moscow of giving little 
more than lip-service to help­ 
ing defend a Communist ally 
like North Viet Nam. 
If the Soviets do anything in 
concert with the U. S., they 
play into Peking’s hands, but if 
they refuse to cooperate at all 
— as in a non - proliferation 
treaty — they make relations 
worse with the U. S. at a time 
when they may well need them 
to be better and, at the same 
time, alienate many of the un­ 
aligned nations. 
This is a stalemating dilem­ 
ma for Moscow.

Johnson To Seek 
U.N. 'Rescue' Fund

WASHINGTON — President 
Johnson is capping his back­ 
down on insisting Russia pay 
the $63.234 million dollars it 
owes the United Nations by 
making a 40 - milliion - dollar 
“ rescue” contribution to the 
nearly - insolvent international 
organization. 
This backstage decision will 
be announced after Congress 
has enacted the 3-billion-dollar- 
plus foreign aid budget—ex­ 
pected by the end of this 
month. 


THE CONTEMPLATED 40- 
million - dollar UN “ rescue” 
contribution will come from 
foreign aid contingency funds, 
and be made in two payments. 
The first will be around $25 
million. 
Whether this latest U. S. 
move will induce the Soviet to 
settle its large debt apparently 
is conjectural. 
Administration insiders indi­ 
cate the President and his 
State Department advisers de­ 
termined on the “ rescue” con­ 
tribution with no assurance the 
Kremlin will do anything about 
its long-standing default. 
Efforts are underway to get 
a 10-million-dollar “ token” con­ 
tribution from Moscow. But be­ 
yond evincing willingness to 
discuss the m atter, the Reds 
have been noncommittal. 
France, with 17,752 million 
dollars in arrears, has been 
equally equivocal. 
The 63.234 million dollars 
owed by Russia is almost one- 
half the 132.121 million dollars 
back assessments due the UN 
from 71 member countries.

Then, I guess as a 5-year-old, 
my boss decided it was time

my new job on the day school 
opened, Sept. 13, because 1 
have a lot to learn. 
So many names of Tiburon 
Peninsula and Belvedere resi­ 
dents had crossed my desk in 
the past; school districts, city 
councils . . . now I'm getting 
a chance to match those names 
with faces, personalities.

And. with the main 
topic for consideration wheth­ 
er to continue ’teen dances, the 
complete lack of representa­ 
tives from the high school set 
was also a surprise. 
Second night on the job, 
covered the Reed Union Schoo 
District board meeting. Again 
everyone was very friendly 
and I am especially gratefu" 
for the assistance offered by 
Supt. Edward C. Pino. He had 
the agenda well organized and 
it went like clockwork.

WASHINGTON — The John 
Birch Society has made one of 
the most unique offers ever 
proposed to a politician. 
They have told R o n al d 
Reagan, the movie star, who 
wants to be governor of Cali­ 
fornia. that the Birch Society 
will either support Mr. Reagan 
or attack him, “ whichever he 
thinks will do the most good ' 
Mr. Reagan said he was 
sorry that the offer was made 
public. No one knows if he was 
sorry because he hadn’t made 
up his mind yet as to what he 
wanted the Birch Society to do, 
or whether he was sorry that 
the Birch Society got into his 
political act. 


IN EITHER case it gives 
the average person a great 
deal to think about. In the past 
most of the things the Birch 
Society has been against, the 
average American has been 
for, and most of the things the 
Birch Society has been for 
the 
majority of Americans 
has been against. 
Now there is great doubt 


whose side the Birchers are 
on. 
For example, one of the 
Birchers’ biggest bugaboos has 
been Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court Earl Warren and 
the society has been leading 
in the attack to impeach him. 


THERE WAS nothing wrong 
with this, except how do we 
know that the members of the 
John Birch Society haven’t 
made a secret deal with Jus­ 
tice Warren? 
They know that by attacking 
the chief justice the rest of 
the country will support him, 
and it has certainly been to 
Justice Warren's interest to 
have the Birchers on the other 
side. 
The Reagan offer makes one 
wonder if the John Birch So­ 
ciety has not made a deal 
with President Johnson, Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower, 
Secretary 
McNamara. Dean Rusk, Sen. 
Kuchel and other people they 
have bitterly opposed as a 


means of secretly supporting 
them. 
Some observers believe that 
the John Birch Society might 
in fact be a left-wing organiza­ 
tion hiding behind a right-wing 
facade. 


WHAT COULD be a better 
strategy than to pretend you 
were right-wing and, by at­ 
tacking the left-wing policies 
of the country, gain far more 
support for them? 
The John Birch Society has 
been first and foremost in their 
attacks on communism and 
socialism at home and abroad. 
In the past ho one has ques­ 
tioned its fervor in this area. 
But now that we know that 
the John Birchers are willing 
to attack someone they believe 
in, there is a question whether 
their attacks are sincere. 
Could it be possible that . . . 
no, it would be too horrible to 
imagine. 


BUT 
THE 
COMMUNISTS 
have done horrible things 
before. 
And yet I for one can't be­ 
lieve it. Maybe I ’m naive and 
a dupe but on the basis of 
what I know and have read 
ahout the John Birch Society 
. . . and yet there is this 
Ronald Reagan offer. Could 
they be putting Reagan on? 
The thing to do is not to 


make any judgments about the 
John Birch Society at this 
time. 
We must watch their every 
move. If they continue to at­ 
tack Justice Warren. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, fluoridation 
and the Democratic Party, 
then I think we ought to turn 
the whole thing over to the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee. 
It would be interesting to 
know who is paying their bills.

West won the first trick with 
the king of clubs and resisted 
the temptation to make the auto­ 
matic sleepwalking continuation 
of another high club. 


SOUTH ASLEEP? 
South wouldn’t have to be 
awake against a club continua­ 
tion. He would ruff and lead 
trump to force out the ace. De­ 
clarer would then win any re­ 
turn, draw trumps, and run the 
spades to get rid of two dia­ 
monds. Bridge is an easy game 
against easy opponents. 
When the hand was played, 
West happened to be awake. He 
knew that his partner had four 
clubs for the raise to two clubs, 
and that South would ruff the 
second club. 
West looked for some other 
way to develop the s e t t i n g 
tricks. 
LEADS DIAMOND 
After some t h o u g h t West 
switched to the king of dia­ 
monds. South, fast asleep, made 
the mistake of winning at once 
with dummy’s ace of diamonds. 
When South led trumps, West 
won and led the jack of dia­ 
monds. 
East, who saw what 
was going on, overtook with the 
queen and led a third diamond 
to let West take the setting trick 
with the nine of hearts. 
Declarer should 
refuse the 
first diamond trick to guard 
against exactly what happened. 
Dummy would win the second 
diamond, but then West would 
be unable to get the lead to his 
partner for a diamond ruff.

TEL-AVIV (W P S)-W ith the 
most crucial elections in Israel’s 
stormy history approaching, the 
vicious infighting between com ­ 
peting politicians and pressure 
groups 
has 
reached 
unprece­ 
dented depths. 
Publicity hacks and motiva­ 
tion research specialists have 
been employed by the six major 
political factions engaged in all- 
out campaigning for the Parlia­ 
ment, municipal, and labor union 
(Histadruth) elections. 


Stunt fliers, circus acrobats, 
strip-teasers, 
theater 
stars, 
torch 
singers 
and 
beauty 
queens have been hired by 
vote-seeking politicians to help 
attract the electorate's atten­ 
tion and break through the 
general lack of interest. 


For the first time in the 17 
years of Israel’s existence as an 
independent state, all three elec­ 
tions are being held within a 
30-day period. It is axiomatic in 
Israel that whoever controls the 
labor unions in any given area 
also dominates the municipal 
and town councils. And whoever 
holds sway over the towns and 
cities, rural districts and labor 
unions, can dictate his will to 
the Parliament (Knesset). 


In turn, the Parliam ent’s 120 
deputies must elect the coun 
try’s prime minister by a simple 
majority of 61 votes, and ap­ 
prove his cabinet. The presi 
dent’s function is boiled down to 
arbitration between rival politi­ 
cians and achieving a compro­ 
mise to give the country a more- 
or-less stable government for the 
next four years. 
Israeli elections have always 
been marked by ingenious vote 
catching gimmicks and charges 
of corrpution, rackets and in 
decency. 
When there were only the es 
tablished parties in the ring, no 
one paid much attention to this 
sort of thing. This year, however, 
it takes on more significance be­ 


cause not a single Israeli party 
survived the holocaust of inter­ 
nal rifts and upheavals which 
has swept across the nation over 
the past six months. 


Even the Communists split 
into two hostile factions—the 
pro-Peking activists and the 
pro-Moscow veterans. 


But the most significant rift 
was that which tore apart Is­ 
rael’s ruling Mapai Party. Led 
by former Premier David Ben- 
Gurion, who claimed that his 
successor, Levy E s h k o 1, is 
“leading the nation to disaster,” 
a group of Mapai politicians set 
up a “ revolutionary movement 
of national salvation.’’ 
Known as the Israeli Workers 
List, it draws its main support 
not from the workers but from 
w e a l t h y business executives, 
bankers, industrialists and other 
“capitalists” who fear that Esh- 
kol’s 
coalition 
with 
the 
left­ 
wingers may drag Israel toward 
militant socialism. 
What 
was 
left 
of 
Mapai 
merged with the Unity of Labor 
Party, 
a 
left-wing 
Socialist 
group 
advocating 
collectiviza­ 
tion. of agriculture and owner­ 
ship 
of 
industrial 
plants 
by- 
workers. 
All this is background to the 
wildest and sometimes funniest 
campaign 
in 
Israeli 
history. 
Mudslinging charges range from 
the murder of women and chil­ 
dren, to treason, obscenity and 
corrpution. 


Though the voters are pur­ 
sued to the beaches and swim­ 
ming pools by politicians in 
sound trucks and helicopters, 
•2 per cent say they’ve de­ 
cided not to vote at all in this 
year’s elections, according to 
opinion polls. 
The only consolation to poli­ 
ticians is that in the past, seven 
out of ten Israelis have said 
they wouldn’t vote, but in the 
end over 80 per cent of eligible 
voters did so. 


To attract this ‘floating” vote, 
which can make or break a gov­ 
ernment, 
seasoned 
politicians

search. 
Psychologists b e l i e v e that 
many voters cast their ballots 
for a certain party not because 
they care about its political prin­ 
ciples, but because they asso­ 
ciate the politicians with beau­ 
tiful women,1 interesting enter­ 
tainment or a good time for all.

Poli­ 
ticians charge each other with 
turning the elections into a 
farce and a circus, but no one 
attempts to sway the voters 
by logical arguments alone. 


Under these circumstances, no

For to gain the 
votes of 61 Knesset deputies, 
Eshkol may be forced to con­ 
clude coalition agreements with 
extreme left-wingers, thus push­ 
ing Israel into the “ Socialist 
cam p,” despite his own pro- 
Western orientation.

Charles Berry said spaceflight 
findings about “ w hat’s normal 
in m an would help every branch 
of m edicine.” He said the as­ 
tronauts’ only com plaints after 
the flight were body stiffness— 
and dandruff.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - The 
Ku Klux Klan opened its doors 
to “CBS Reports” for a one- 
hour 
television 
documentary 
about the organization that ap­ 
peared last night. 
A reporter on the program 
indicated this was part of the 
Klan’s new policy—to present 
itself as being open to scrutiny, 
and as a fraternal order. 
The 
documentary 
obviously 
was timed to precede congres­ 
sional hearings about the Klan 
scheduled for next month. 
Thus, though the views and 
history of the Klan — founded 
100 years ago—are well known, 
the timeliness of the broadcast, 
because of the impending show­ 
down, spurred added interest. 
Mainly, however, there is no 
doubt that some of the “inside” 
film of an initiation and or 
Klan 
meetings 
had 
powerfu 
impact, and made for remark 
able viewing. 
“CBS Reports” said it was 
presenting "the first secret ini 
tiation of Ku Klux klansmcn 
ever filmed.” It was shot in 
Georgia. 
“The 
only 
things 
not re­ 
vealed when five initiates were 
taken into the Klan were the 
secret 
handshakes 
and 
the 
password,” the network said. 
Furthermore, 
said 
CBS-TV 
throughout the filming of the 
program producer David Lowe 
and his crew “ had almost com 
plete cooperation from all the 
Klans 
and 
Klansmen 
they 
filmed.” 
CBS-TV quotes Lowe as say 
ing: “ They welcomed our cam 
eras. One imperial wizard even 
asked how he could put a spot 
announcement on the networ 
to advertise a Klan rally.” 
A number of Klansmen were 


interviewed, 
and 
the 
quotes 
were 
hardly 
unpredictable. 
Said one: “ I don’t hate nig­ 
gers, man.” There was also a 
reference to the “dictator in 
be White House.” 
Alabama’s Attorney General, 
:ichmond 
Flowers, 
described 
the Klan, 
meanwhile, 
as 
“a 
gang primarily of thugs.” 
There was a film sequence 
of a woman at a Klan rally 
who recited a poem about a 
white woman who married a 
Negro. 
And 
“ CBS 
Reports” 
also showed clips from the old, 
famous movie, “ Birth Of A Na­ 
tion,” 
which deals with the 
vlan in a manner that angers 
Negro leaders. 
It is, by the way, believed in 
some 
movie

“Birth"Of A Nation” may ac­ 
tually be the highest-grousing 
motion picture of all time 
even topping “Gone With The 
Wind” — but since it has had 
so many private, club and or

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Sierra Newspaper Boasts 
Bubble-Gum Columnist

S I E R R A V I L L E 
(UPI) 
— Susan Gail Torri, a pony-tail­ 
ed blonde with a missing front 
tooth, is probably the youngest 
newspaper reporter in the Unit­ 
ed States. She just turned 10. 
An unflappable fifth grader, 
Susan is the correspondent of 
the weekly “Mountain Messen­ 
ger” in nearby Downieville for 
this remote mountain hamlet of 
300 where a dentist appointment 
is a news item. 
Susan once wrote an item 
about a billy goat breaking loose 
and butting a little girl on her 
way to school. An out-of-town 
subscriber sent the column to a 
network television show (NBC’s 
Today Show) and Susan got her 
first big plug. But she was un­ 
ruffled. 
“Nobody here looked at tele­ 
vision that day,” she says mat- 
ter-of-factly. “But my grand- 


mother in Texas saw it. It 
was just about a guy’s goat 
butting someone else.” 


Susan, who wears pointed cow­ 
boy boots and her father’s bull 
riding championship belt buckle, 
takes the same detached ap­ 
proach to goings-on in Sierra- 
ville, and she misses little of 
significance: 
“Curley Wright went to the 
dentist Friday.” 
“Mrs. Francis Wright, while 
helping her husband at their 
filling station, dropped a gaso­ 
line nozzle on her toe. She spent 
the week wearing sandals.” 
“The Sierraville school held a 
tooth paste test this week.” 
The man who sent the billy 
goat item to the television net­ 
work, Dr. Hugh Medford of 
Marysville, 75 miles from here, 
later explained why: 
“I am tired of bombs burst- 


ing in air and wrong-way cars 
on one way streets . . . the 
news of a goat butting a little 
girl may not change the course 
of our society, but it did one 
thing. For a few moments we 
were living in our own world 
again and I like that sort of 
feeling.” 
Susan, who weighs only 56 
pounds and is tall for her age, 
swims in a 15-foot horse trough, 
sleeps in a canopied four poster 
bed, and collects tea cups when 
she’s not working on her column. 
When Susan decided to be­ 
come a reporter she wrote a 
sample column and sent it to 
Mrs. Helen White, the office 
manager 
of 
the 
Mountain 
Messenger. 
“I was desperate for cor­ 
respondents,” says Mrs. White. 
‘‘When I got the letter I sent it 
to the publisher and he said, 


‘Well, let’s try it.’ Well, she’s 
just been wonderful. Everybody 
loves the column.” 
Publisher R. Peter Ingram, 
Grass Valley, says Susan has 
been good for business. “This 
has been a virgin area for us 
—in news, advertising and sub­ 
scriptions. I know we have 
picked up a 25 per cent increase 
in subscriptions.” 
“I was fairly dubious about 
her ability to keep up the col­ 
umn. But she’s still writing and 
she has a sense for news. She 
sure as hell covers everything.” 
Susan loads her column, “Si­ 
erraville Calling,” with names, 
writes vignettes, and hits every­ 
thing from sports to the social 
whirl to obituaries: 
“I went and watched the can­ 
didates for queen judged . . . 
the Thelta Belta Sigma Phia 
Lambda (sic) sorority backed 
these girls.” 
“The Sierraville Little Leag- 
ers lost again in their game 
with Portola this week. They 
are real good sports about 
losing so many games.” 
Although she’s the paper’s 
highest paid correspondent 


$16.50 one recent month—Susaa 
is unspoiled. Her dreams art 
not of New York or London or 
the Riviera—but of the coming 
Sierraville rodeo. 
“I get to sell popsicles,” sht 
explained, smiling broadly.

PENSACOLA, Fla. (UPI) - 
Santa Rosa 
Island 
stretches

of n o r t h w e s t Florida, i t s 
gleaming

largely unclaimed from nature. 
Once a haven for pirates and 
marauding Indians, the island 
has played a significant role in 
the history of the gulf coast— 
from the time of the first white 
settlement in North America.

Washington

WHITE S A L M O N , Wa s h . 
(UPI) — Lawrence Kelly, White 
Salmon, Wash., is a relentless 
foe of those black-faced bandits 
of 
the 
Klickitat 
country — 
porcupines. 
He also is an enemy of sheep- 
killing coyotes. 
K e 11 y is a g o v e r n m e n t 
trapper, nowadays known as 
“ U S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
predator 
and 
rodent 
control 
agent.” His territory is Klickitat 
and Skamania counties, which 
lie along the Washington side of 
the Columbia River where it 
d i v i d e s t h e O r e g o n a n d 
Washington Cascade range. 
Hardly anyone ever objects to 
his coyote killing, but occasion­ 
ally some animal lover will be 
rate him for slaying the inno­ 
cent-looking, slow-moving por 
cupines. 
But one adult porky can do 
about $16 damage to an acre ol 
timber each year and the tree 
farmers and timber operators in 
this neck of the woods have 
nothing but praise for Kelly’; 
work. 
Sheepmen also laud Kelly 
Claude 
Miller, a Goldendale 
sheepman and president of the 
Klickitat 
County 
Wool 
Poo 
Association, said: 
“ Somebody 
like Kelly is a necessity in our 
country.” 
“Coyotes 
killed 
500 
sheep 
within a 10-mile area around 
Goldendale during one recent 
year 
before 
Kelly 
arrived,” 
Miller said. “ Last year this 
figure was three.” 
Kelly can set a trap with such 
finesse 
that 
you 
can 
stand 
directly over it and not see it. 
He can lure the crafty coyote 
for a mile when the wind is 
right. 
As for Mr. Porcupine, U.S. 
F o r e s t S e r v i c e authorities 
estimate this critter does more 
than

d a m a g e t o t h e P acific 
Northwest forests every year 
Porcupines do most of their 
feeding at night and “roost” in 
special trees during the day. 
They go back to the same 
nesting trees so much, in fact, 
that a trained hunter like Kelly 
can spot the roost trees because 
they take on a different and 
distinct color as the bark gives 
way under the claws of the 
prokies. 
K e 11 y e s 11 m a t e s he has 
eliminated about 300 each year 
during the last four years.

Greece's Currency 
Confuses Tourists 


ATHENS, 
Greece 
(UPI) - 
“How much is that in dollars?” 
seems to be the battle cry of 
the American traveler. 
Admittedly, it 
is confusing 
for someone moving from coun­ 
try to country to keep the local 
currency straight. In Italy, for 
example, the going rate of 620 
lire to a dollar is enough to 
send anybody scurrying for their 
pencils. In addition, the large 
10,000 lire ($16) note is always 
good for laughs. 
In Greece, the r a t e of 30 


drachmas to a dollar is fairly 
easy to figure. But there was a 
time in this country when the 
local currency was as confusing 
to the Greeks as to anybody 
else. 
It started in October, 1940, 
when Greece was invaded and 
inflation started. At the time of 
the invasion there were 12 bil­ 
lion drachmae in paper money. 
The smallest bill was 50 lepta 
— half a drachma. 
With the 
economy in bad shape because 
of the war and then the fall of 


Greece to Germany and Italy ,. 
inflation became unbelievable. 
First there were 50 drachmae 
notes, then 100, then 1.000. This 
went on for four years, with I 
the notes reaching one million, 
five million, 10 million drach­ 
mae. 
By late 1944 the largest note j 
; in circulation was—believe is or 
not—100 trillion drachmae. 
By | 
this time a package of cigar­ 
ettes cost about 20 billion drach­ 
mae. 
i 
There were five quintillion 
drachmae in notes — 5.000.000,- 
000.000.000.000 — if you want it 
in figures. 
The gold sovereign which fur­ 
nishes the popular basis for the 
money had risen from 
1.200 
drachmae in 1940 to 205 trillion 


drachmae during the next four | 
years—if you could find a gold 
sovereign to buy. 
It is now 
worth 
about 
300 
drachmae, 
some $10. 
With inflation at its highest, 
it wasn’t unusual to see people 
carrying around loads of notes 
in baskets or on occasion with i 
a wheelbarrow. And the prices 
were fluctuating from moment 
to moment.

Actually, matters got so much j 
out of hand that people began 
ignoring the money and went 
back to the old barter system, j 
After Greece was liberated 
and a government was set up, 
new drachmae were issued. The 
rate of exchange was 50 billion

drachma.

Road Link 


ALGIERS (UPI) - A mod­ 
em highway clear across the Sa­ 
hara Desert? 


That’s a tall order, but there 
Just might be one in the not- 
too-distant future to link North 
Africa and Black Africa across 
the vast and forbidding waste­ 
land which has kept them 
apart. 


A special committee of the 
United 
Nations 
already 
has 
started investigating the ambi­ 
tious possibility of a multi-mil­ 
lion - dollar surfaced r o a d 
through 
the Sahara, opening 
vast trade possibilities between 
the two sections of Africa. 
Such a road ultimately can 
provide 
Algeria 
with 
trade 
route to Mali, the Niger Repub­ 
lic, 
Chad. 
Nigeria 
and 
neighboring Morocco and Tuni­ 
sia. 
A United Nations economic 
commission for Africa met in 
Algiers recently to begin the 
first 
steps. 
It 
recommended 
that a committee be set up 
composed 
of 
Algerians, 
Ma- j 
lians, Niger Republicans a n d 
Tunisians to study the best pos- > 
sible routes, and means of fi-1 
tiancing They are to convene 
early next year. 
The 
recommended 
starting j 
point for the trans - Sahara is 
Ouargia. about 300 miles south­ 
east of Algiers. 
Two 
alternative 
suggested 
routes which would be likely to 
bear the most traffic a r e be­ 
tween Algiers or Oran through 
Ouargia towards Gao, Mali and 
Algiers to Agades, Niger Repub­ 
lic. 


The probable choice will be 
an inverted “y” route which 
leads south f r o m Ouargia 
through the Touarg center of 
Tamanrasset and from there 
branch southwest to Gao and 
southeast to Agades. 


Preliminary 
topographical 
studies have shown the Ouargia 
Tamanrasset to be the m o s t • 
favorable. 
There are only 750 miles of ( 
surfaced roads over the 1,900 
miles separating Algiers and 
Agades. 
There 
are 
existing, 
but | 
dangerous tracks linking them j 
novv — some abandoned camel 
caravan routes. 
The UN committee estimated 
that more than 12 m i l l i o n 
pounds ($33,600.0001 would be 
needed in Niger alone to link 
existing roads either at Tahoua 
or Tanout to the trans - Sahara. 
The Malians favor the road 
which would be the most direct 
to the Mediterranean, from Gao 
or Oran, Algeria. 
Once the route connecting Al­ 
geria with Mali and Niger is 
completed branch roads would 
be constructed east and west to 
link Algeria with its N o r t h 
African neighbors, Tunisia and 
Morocco. 
l^ater routes could be added to 
link Niger with Chad to the 
southeast 
and 
Nigeria,

SALEM, Ore. (UPI) - A 
computer with e l e c t r o n i c 
indigestion can make mistakes 
aster than any human. 
And so a lot of ordinary, non­ 
electronic, human-type Oregon 
state 
employees have 
q u i t 
worrying about their jobs. 
They’ve discovered they are 
needed to put things right again 
after a computer has gone wild. 
Oregon turned to electronics 
in an attempt to keep up with 
the 
mounting 
paperwork 
in 
state government. At first, state 
officials boasted of how many 
hundreds of 
jobs 
could 
be 
eliminated by the electronic 
marvels. Now they mention the 
additional work that can be 
produced—when the machines 
are running right. 
Officials haven’t talked much 
about replacing people since 
t h i s spring’s e l e c t r o n i c 
nightmare. 
It first came to light in 
January when a man who 
doesn’t own a boat demanded to 
know why he had received a 
boat license renewal notice. 
Then, what started out as a 
routine check u n v e i l e d 
a 
technological disaster. 
A computer - gone - wild had 
mixed names, addresses and 
license fees. In a final moment 
of electronic madness, reels of 
tapes on which the agency’s 
records had been recorded were 
wiped clean. 
Marine Board Director Robert 
Rittenhouse 
said 
his 
clerks 
worked for weeks going through 
the “old-fashioned” paper files 
to rebuild 
the 
department’s 
records for the computer. 
C o m p u t e r s next b e g a n 
messing up paychecks for the 
department of education and 
public utilitiy commission. With 
reckless abandon the machines 
spewed 
forth 
checks 
with 
incorrect amounts withheld for 
taxes and retirement programs. 
When a pay raise for more 
than 20,000 state workers went 
into effect, the data processing 
system bogged down. Hundreds 
of workers were paid late. 


Analysts valiantly defended 
the machines. They said that in 
th e z e a l f o r e c o n o m y , 
administrators hadn’t provided 
enough 
people 
to 
run 
the 
machines properly. 
More people were hired, and 
state government — which had 
been thrown into a turmoil — 
seemed to fall back into a more 
orderly pattern. 
When the legislature met in 
special session to draft new 
congressional district bounda­ 
ries, Secretary of State Tom 
McCall decided to “analyze” 
the most promising plans with 
his computors. 
A human-type a c c o u n t a n t 
happened by as the statistical 
sheets popped from the printers. 
He 
looked, 
an d 
b l a n d l y 
announced that the numbers 
didn’t 
add 
up 
right. Data 
process staffers ran to manually 
operated adding machines and 
proved him right. 
The 
computers 
were 
re- 
p r o g r a m m e d , and m o r e 
statistics were produced. It took 
several days before somebody 
n o t i c e d that the d i st r i c t 
populations had been shifted. 


But by this time lawmakers had 
abandoned the most likely plans 
anyway, so nobody cared. 
The latest mixup came In 
July. The department of Motor 
V e h i c l e s 
ran 
off 
67,990 
passenger car and 3,533 house 
trailer license renewal notices. 
After they were mailed it was 
discovered that instead of July, 
the computers had capriciously 
substituted June or January as 
the renewal dates. 
Motor vehicle officials took a 
cue 
from 
earlier 
electronic 
mishaps, and decided against 
mailing out corrections. 
“E v e r y b o d y who got a 
renewal notice in July should 
renew in July, regardless of 
what the notice says,” it was 
announced. 
Meanwhile, 
n o n - electronic 
state w o r k e r s b e g a n the 
massive 
task 
of 
correcting 
another batch of state paper­ 
work.

Sculptor 
From U.S. 
Gets Job

KUALA LUMPUR, M alaysia 
— The telephone rang at 7 
a m. 
one 
day in 
I960 in a 
Washington D.C. home. 
Could Felix W. De Weldon 
have breakfast with the visiting 
prime minister of Malaya at 
Blair House? Yes, of course. 


From the meeting between 
Tengku Abdul Rahman and 
sculptor 
Felix 
De 
Weldon 
grew one of the world's big­ 
gest bronze monuments. After 
five years of work, the monu­ 
ment, 
comprising 
s e v e n 
bronze figures, forms an awe­ 
some memorial to M alaysia's 
war dead. It is heroic in de­ 
sign and size. 


From its shiny black granite 
base to the tip of its greenish 
bronze flagpole it is 78 feet. 
Each bronze figure is 24 feet 
tall and weighs four and a half 
tons. One soldier carries a rifle 
16 feet long. 
The entire monument weighs 
480 tons. 
The 
seven 
figures 
atop 
a 
craggy mountain depict a scene 
from M alaysia’s 12-year jungle 
war with Communist terrorists. 
Two dead terrorists lie in the 
foreground. Four armed Malay­ 
sian soldiers are immediately 
behind, one holding a wounded 
comrade. 
The seventh, highest and most 
central figure, wears a uniform 
but carries no arms. He holds 
aloft 
a 
Malaysian 
flag 
and 
ivm bolizes peace. 
The statue’s face was copied 
from 
a 
picture 
of 
Prime 
Minister Rahman when he was 
23. 
I)e Weldon described the 
monument as his most monu­ 
mental, bigger by one figure 
than his 
bronze Iwo Jim a 
flag raising statue in Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
It was after Rahman saw the 
Iwo Jim a 
memorial 
that 
he 
asked the State Department to 
get in touch with De Weldon for 
their breakfast meeting. On the 
spot, the prime minister com­ 
missioned the American sculp­ 
tor to do the Malaysian monu­ 
ment. 
Later when Rahman returned 
to Kuala Lumpur he got around 
to finding a site and figuring out 
how to finance the project. 
He chose to do it by public 
donations. 


The entire cost, including 
the landscaped premises, foun­ 
tains and a moat in Kuala 
L im ipur's lake garden region, 
comes to slightly less than $1 
million. 


De Weldon worked five years 
©n the 
project, first locating 
authentic uniforms and arm s 
and 
then 
photographing 
the 
faces of Malaysian soldiers. 
He made the figures full size 
In clay, then made plaster casts 
of them which he shipped to 
Rome, where they were cast in 
bronze. 
Exposed to the air the bronze 
takes on a green patina similar 
to the jungle green uniforms 
which the soldiers wore. 
The base, which De Weldon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Late 
in the summer of 1945, a heavy 
metal chest, triple locked and 
richly ornamented, was deposit­ 
ed at a U.S. Army office in Wies­ 
baden, Germany. 
When it was opened it was 
found to contain, among other 
objects, a golden crown, decor 
ated with gem s and pearls and 
bordered with a s e r i e s of 
enameled figures of kings and 
saints with oddly staring eyes. 
On top was a golden cross 
bent at a cockeyed angle.

one 
of 
thousands 
of 
art 
treasures 
which fell to Allied arm ies in 
the closing weeks of World War 
II, most of which have since 
been returned to their powers. 


This one, however, was a 


relic so priceless and so po­ 
litically potent that even today 
the U.S. government is unable 
to dispose of it. Its location 
now is a closely guarded State 
Department secret. 


The chest contained the "holy 
crown of Hungary.” According 
to disputed legend, it was given 
by Pope Sylvester II to the first 
king of Hungary, Stephen I, in 
the year 1000, as a reward for 
instituting 
Christianity. 
It 
is 
often 
called 
“ St. 
Stephen’s 
crown.” 
Among exiled. anti-Communist 
Hungarians today the crown is 
a symbol evoking strong emotion 
for regaining control of their 
country. The Communist Hun 
garian government also has long 
sought its return.

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Unsupported rumors have it 
that the crown is in a vault in 
the Washington area, at Fort 
Knox.

"The crown of St. 


Stephen was surrendered into 
the custody of U.S. authorities 
in the latter days of World War 
II by Hungarian military guards 
who had earlier removed the 
property from Hungarian terri­ 
tory.” 
“ The 
crown 
thereby 
came 
into United States safekeeping. 
It has since been held in trust 
by United States authorities as 
property 
of 
the 
Hungarian 
nation of a special status.” 
The holy crown has a history 
not 
quite 
like 
any other 
in 
Europe. In ancient Hungary it 
was more than a symbol of 
sovereignty. It was sovereignty, 
and Hungarian kings were be­ 
lieved to have drawn their con­ 
stitutional power from it. The 
people, the land and the holy 
crown made up the Hungarian 
nation, and 
Hungarians 
were 
“ subjects of the crown.” 


Like any good relic, It m ay 


be slightly spurious. Some his­ 
torians argue that it was put 
together from various pieces 
at different times and that 
only part. If any, of it may 
have come from Pope Sylves­ 
ter. 


Its arrival in Wiesbaden in 
1945 gave scholars their first 
real opportunity to study it. In 
the preceding century, Hungary 
had displayed it for inspection 
only six times, and it had never 
been adequately photographed. 
It stayed in Wiesbaden under 
guard for seven months, then 
went to a U.S. installation in 
Munich. 
There the trail is lost. 
In 1951 the Communist Hun 
garian 
government dcmandec 
it as ransom 
for release of 
Robert A. Vogelcr. an American 
citizen held on spy charges 
Vogeler was released in return 
for a scries of other U.S. con­ 
cessions.

EUREKA <UPH— Northern Cali­ 
fornia is the last natural habitat 
of the m ajestic redwood trees, 
the world's tallest living things. 
A proposal to create a national 
park to preserve the magnificent 
trees has touched off a fierce 
controversy. 


The people who live amidst 
the trees and who earn their 
livelihoods from them oppose 
the idea, along with the lumber­ 
ing industry. Conservation and 
nature lovers favor it. 
Redwood groves once covered 
the western United States, hut 
clim atic changes, decades of 
civilization 
have 
reduced 
the 
evergreens to a narrow strip 
along the California coast from 
Monterey north to the Oregon 
border. 
The trees, which range in age 
up to 2,000 years and sometimes 
grow as high as a 30-story build­ 
ing, are the area’s m ajor tour­ 
ist attraction, and the beauty of 
the groves has aroused nation­ 
wide interest in the controversy. 


Conservations have urged for a 
century that federal protection 
be given to as many of the re 
maining 15 million acres as pos­ 
sible. 
Private donations and 
pur­ 
chases by the state of California 
has preserved 100.000 acres of 
redwood forest in state parks 
and memorial groves. About two 
million persons visit the parks 
every year. 
Now, as the remaining acre­ 
age of the oldest redwoods is 
logged over, the federal govern­ 
ment is trying to find the best 
site for a national park 
The time element is critical; 
foresters predict that within five 
qears there won’t be enough of 
the 
original 
giant 
trees 
left 
standing outside present parks 
to make a national park worth­ 
while. 
Says Ralph W Chancy, presi­ 
dent of the Save-the-Redwoods 
League: "If the federal govern­ 
ment is going to help us, it must 
do it now.”

night. Cats in Columbus, Ga., 
are not permitted to yowl after 
9 p.m. 
Raising chickens 
in 
Tulsa, Okla , can be a real 
problem, 
since 
fowl 
is 
not 
allowed to “crow, cackle or 
squawk” there while people are 
sleeping. 
These were among the off­ 
beat laws still on the books, 
uncovered by researchers for 
the Spring Air Mattress Co. 
Though many laws pertaining 
to 
sleep 
sound 
impractical 
today, 
they 
probably

e: acted for reasons “that were 
©ace logical,” said Ronald J 
Shepherd, e x e c u t i v e v i c e - 


president of the company. 
For instance, if you live in 
Massachusetts, you must take 
bath before you go to bed. 
Shepherd figured

Reflective Car Plates 


Required In 25 States

Radio Hams Proudly Boast Own 
Series Of Working Satellites

LOS ALTOS HILLS, Calif. 
(UPI) — The advances of the 
space age have produced some­ 
thing new in the fertile fields of 
amateur endeavor: do-it-your­ 
self spacemen. 
The amateurs involved are a 
group of determined ham radio 
operators who since 1961 have 
quietly been putting their own 
homemade satellites into orbit 
for the benefit of fellow hams 
all over the world. 


This little-known adventure 
began in 1959, when an article 
by Donald Stoner appeared in 
an amateur radio magazine. 
Stoner made the potent sug­ 
gestion that hams could build 
their own satellite “if some­ 
body only had a vehicle” to 
get it into space. 


The 
idea 
intrigued 
Fred 
Hicks, a California ham, who 
rounded 
up 
several 
of 
his 
friends and got them to join in 
accepting the challenge. For 
good reason, they were confi­ 
d e n t of success. For, besides 
being serious, dedicated hams 
all were professional aerospace 
engineers actively involved in 
space projects. Together they 
formed an association and dub­ 
bed their venture “ Project Os­ 
car” — for orbital satellite ar 
rying amateur radio. 
Their plan: Build a tiny radio 
transmitter and get permission 
to put it aboard a vehicle bound 
for space. 
On their own time and in their 
home workshops, they designee 
and built a baby moon that 
would meet all the exacting 
requirements 
of 
any officia 
project. The expensive parts 
such as transistors and batteries 
were donated by sympathetic 
firms. One specialty company 
provided the costly heat-reflect 
ing gold plating for the outside 


of the box-shaped satellite. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
association 
carried the Oscar story to the 
iieads of the several government 
agencies whose clearance would 
le needed. Months of letter-writ­ 
ing and negotiating were neces­ 
sary. 


On Dec. 12, 1961, the Oscar 
boys gathered at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base to watch an 
air force rocket streak sky­ 
ward with its 1,209-pound Dis­ 
coverer p a y l o a d . Tucked 
aboard the Discoverer, in a 
tiny niche normally used for 
ballast, was “their” satellite 
— Oscar I. 


Once 
aloft, 
the 
14 - pound 
hitchhiker was ejected into its 
own polar orbit, beeping earth­ 
ward the message that signaled 
the success of the world’s first 
amateur satellite. The message, 
in Morse code, was the hams’ 
traditional greeting: “ Hi.” 
Excited hams the world over 
tracked Oscar’s “Hi” during the 
three weeks its batteries lasted 
The 
satellite 
re-entered 
the 
atmosphere a short time later 
and was destroyed. 


On June 1, 1962 Oscar II was 
launched. It was identical with 
the first and remained in orbit 
about 26 days. It was still 
sending “Hi” when, like its 
predecessor, it flashed into the 
earth’s atmosphere and burned 
to a crisp. 


Oscars I and II proved the 
feasibility of the basic idea and 
introduced thousands of hams to 
the 
intricacies 
of 
satellite 
tracking. Now it was time to try 
something fancier. 
Last March 9 Oscar III went 
up. It was bigger than the 
others — 36 pounds — and was 
equipped with a radio repeater 
device 
through 
which 
hams 
could communicate w i t h one 
another. This made it a true 


communications satellite — an 
amateur Telstar. 
As soon as Oscar III was in 
orbit hams everywhere joined in 
the race to score the first two- 
way contact through the satel­ 
lite. That honor went to two 
European hams — one in Zurich, 
Switzerland, the other in Schoer- 
zingen, Germany. Scores more 
were to follow. Numerous trans­ 
continental 
and 
transatlantic 
contacts were made, spanning 
thousands of miles on frequen­ 
cies normally used only for 
short-range communications. 


Even the Iron Curtain was 
no barrier, with Soviet hams 
joining in the fun. It took a 
great deal of patience and skill 
to make a contact through 
the satellite before it slipped 
beyond the horizon and was 
lost until the next pass. 


But hundreds of contacts were 
made 
in 
the 
17 
days 
the 
repeater functioned. For many 
hams the experience was the 
thrill of a lifetime. 
Is there a serious side to the 
Oscar program? According to 
Nick Marshall, technical direc­ 
tor of Oscars I and II, there is. 
He explained that the world’s 
300,000 licensed hams represent 
a potential tracking network 
more extensive than any that 
could be organized under offi­ 
cial auspices. They can play a 
vital role, he said, in the gather­ 
ing of mass data on outer space. 
In addition, the Oscar associ­ 
ation, headquartered at Foothill 
College here, feels that by cut­ 
ting across national boundaries 
Project Oscar is a striking dem­ 
onstration of America’s interest 
in the peaceful uses of space. 


Oscar IV is already in the 
works — but It’s everybody’s 
guess what surprises it will 
bring, since so much depends 
on which vehicle It will hitch-
